- Sn: and ſhall pay in their whole Fines, or ſuch part thereof as yet remains 
VE unpaid , with Intereſt for the ſame ſince the time the ſame ſhould 
have been paid ; viz. All ſuch whoſe Habitations are within Eighty miles of Low- 
don, before the Fourteenth day of «Auguſt, and all others at a greater diſtance, be- 
fore the Firſt day of September next, ſhall be diſcharged from the ſaid Penalties ; but 
in default of payment thereof, the whole Eſtate of every ſuch Delinquent ſhall be, 
and is hereby Declared to be Confiſcated tothe uſe of the Commonwealth: * And 
the Commilsioners for Compounding with Delinquents, are Enjoyned to take care 
that this Order be put in cffectual execution ; and that they return the Names to the 
Committce of the Army, of all ſuch as ſhall not have paid in their whole Fine by 
the Days aforeſaid, in order to the ſpeedy Sale of their Eſtates, for the Ule of the
